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Lombard  University  is  pleasantly  situated  in  Galesburof,  Knox  County 
Illinois, — one  of  the  most  healthy  cities  in  the  State.  The  inhabitants  of  the 
place  will  compare  favorably  in  intelligence,  enterprise,  and  moral  worth, 
with  the  best  Xew  England  towns.  It  is  accessible  by  railroad  from  all 
parts  of  the  West,  it  being  the  terminus  of  roads  leading  to  Chicago,  Bur- 
lington, Quincy,  and  Peoria. 

The  University  Building  has  spacious  rooms  for  Libraries,  Apparatus, 
Music,  Lectures,  and  Recitations.  Boarding  houses  are  located  in  its  im- 
mediate vicinity,  where  students  can  obtain  good  accommodations. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  Lombard  LTniversity  to  afford  to  students  of  both  sexes 
equal  opportunities  for  thorough  courses  of  instruction ;  and  the  studies 
pursued  have  been  arranged  : 

First,  To  provide  a  full  College  course  of  four  years,  such  as  is  usually 
pursued  in  the  best  Colleges  and  Universities  in  this  country. 

Second,  To  accommodate  those,  to  whose  circumstances  it  may  be  deemed 
specially  adapted,  with  a  Scientific  course,  so  arranged  as  to  secure  the  best 
intellectual  culture  and  discipline  attainable  in  three  years'  time. 
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Third,  To  afford  a  thorough  preparation,  either  for  a  Scientific  or  a  Col- 
legiate course. 

Fourth,  To  meet  the  wants  of  those  who  have  not  previously  enjoyed 
opportunities  for  good  Academic  instruction,  and  who  are  unable  to  pursue 
either  of  the  regular  courses  of  the  Institution. 

There  has  also  been  arranged  an  extended  and  thorough  Collegiate  Course 
for  Ladies,  designed  to  accommodate  those  who  do  not  desire  to  pursue  the 
regular  Classical,  or  the  Scientific  course  of  the  Institution.  It  occupies  a 
period  of  three  years. 
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The  University  embraces  at  this  time  two  Departments  of  Instruction — 
the  Collegiate  and  Preparatory.  The  Collegiate  includes  three  different 
courses  of  study, — the  Classical,  the  Scientific,  and  the  Ladies'  Collegiate 
Course.  The  Preparatory  includes  the  studies  required  to  enter  the  differ- 
ent courses  of  the  Collegiate  Department,  and  the  various  other  branches 
usually  taught  in  Academies  and  High  Schools. 

Degrees. 

The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  is  conferred  npon  those  who  complete 
the  studies  of  the  Scientific  Course. 

Those  completing  the  Classical  Course  receive  the  Degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts. 

Ladies  completing  the  Ladies'  Collegiate  Course  receive  the  Degree  of 
Laureate  of  Arts. 

The  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts  is  conferred  in  course  upon  every  Bachelor 
of  Arts  of  three  years'  standing,  who  may  have  sustained,  in  the  meantime, 
a  good  moral  character.  Application  for  this  Degree  should  be  made  to  the 
President  or  Treasurer,  as  early  as  the  day  before  Commencement. 

The  fee  for  each  Degree  is  five  dollars,  payable  in  advance. 

Music,    Painting  and   Drawing. 

These  Departments  are  open  to  all  students,  prepared  to  enter  them  profit- 
ably, to  whom  superior  facilities  are  afforded.  The  Department  of  Music  is 
in  charge  of  a  thoroughly  educated  teacher,  an  accomplished  performer,  and 
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a  ready  composer.  His  instructions  include  Theory  and  Practice,  Thorough 
Bass,  and  the  Rules  of  Composition.  Painting,  Drawing,  and  the  other 
Ornamental  Branches  are  skillfully  taught  by  Mrs.  C.  S.  Kendall. 

Library. 

The  Library  is  open,  under  proper  regulations,  to  all  students.  It  has 
received  valuable  additions  during  the  past  year. 

Apparatus  and   Cabinet. 

The  Institution  is  furnished  with  an  apparatus  sufficiently  extensive  to 
give  the  classes  the  advantage  of  the  experiments  and  illustrations  neces- 
sary to  make  their  studies  profitable  and  interesting. 

The  Cabinet  is  large  and  valuable. 

Literary  Societies. 

Connected  with  the  University  are  three  Societies  :  the  Philomathian  Soci- 
ety, to  which  gentlemen  in  the  Preparatory  Department  are  admitted  ;  the 
Erosophian  Society,  composed  of  gentlemen  in  the  Collegiate  and  Scientific 
Departments  ;  and  the  Zetecalian  Society,  the  members  of  which  are  ladies.

SUMMER  VACATION  OF  TEX  WEEKS. 
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Admission. 

1.  Students  of  either  sex,  of  approved  character  and  qualifications,  may 
be  admitted  to  any  Department  of  Instruction,  or  to  any  class  connected 
with  Lombard  University. 

2.  Under-graduates,  coming  from  other  Colleges  of  learning,  are  required 
to  bring  letters  of  honorable  dismission.  And  candidates  for  advanced 
standing  in  either  course,  will  be  examined  in  the  studies  which  have  been 
pursued  by  the  Class  which  they  propose  to  enter. 

3.  The  requisitions  for  admission  to  the  Preparatory  Department  are  an 
ability  t  i  read  correctly  and  fluently,  a  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  Ge- 
ography, and  of  the  four  fundamental  rules  of  Arithmetic. 

School   Duties. 

4.  The  hours  for  school  exercises  shall  be,  throughout  the  Academic 
vcar.  as  follows  : 

8jj  o'clock  A.  M.j  religious  exercises  in  the  Chapel:  from  i>  A.  M.,  to  12 
M..  study  or  recitation :  from  1  o'clock  P.  M.,  to  4  P.  M.,  study  or  recita- 
tion :  from  7  P.  M..  until  9  P.  M.,  or  until  the  hour  of  retiring,  study. 

5.  Recitations  will  be  held  and  Lectures  given  during  study  hours,  at  such 
times  as  the  Faculty  may  arrange,  in  order  to  secure  the  best  interests  of 
the  Institution,  and  promote  the  best  interest  of  Students  in  the  different 
classes. 

G.  Rhetorical  exercises  of  such  kind  and  character  as  the  Faculty  may 
appoint,  will  be  required  of  Students  on  Friday  afternoons  of  each  week, 
at  which  exercises  all  are  required  to  attend.  Friday  evening,  Saturday 
(day  and  evening),  may  be  occupied  for  the  meetings  of  Literary  or  other 
Societies,  organized  by  the  permission  of  the  Faculty,  in  connection  with 
the  Institution. 

7.  Students  will  present  themselves  in  their  classes  at  the  first  exercises 
of  each  term,  and  pursue  the  studies  of  the  Classes  to  which  they  belong 
and  no  others,  unless  for  special  reasons  permission  be  given  by  the  Presi- 
dent. 

8.  College  and  Scientific  Students  are  due  at  every  exercise  of  their 
respective  classes,  from  the  time  of  entering  upon  the  course  until  gradua- 
tion ;  absence  for  a  term,  or  for  any  considerable  time,  cannot  therefore  be 
allowed  without  previous  excuse  from  the  Faculty. 
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9.  Students  will  be  expected  to  take  three  regular  daily  recitations ;  but 
may,  for  sufficient  reasons,  be  allowed  to  take  a  greater  or  a  less  number. 

]  0.  Examinations  of  all  the  Collegiate  and  Scientific  Classes,  and  of  such 
others  as  the  Faculty  may  direct,  to  continue  not  less  than  three  days,  shall 
be  held  at  the  close  of  each  term  ;  and  at  the  examination  of  each  class,  the 
Instructor  and  one  other  Professor,  appointed  by  the  Faculty,  shall  be  present 
as  a  committee,  to  whom  the  Trustees  shall  add  such  person  as  they  please. 

11.  Bills  shall  be  regularly  kept  by  the  Faculty,  on  which  all  absences 
from  recitations,  lectures,  or  examinations,  shall  be  marked,  together  with  a 
degree  of  proficiency  of  e^very  student.  A  perfect  recitation  or  examination 
shall  be  marked  10,  on  a  scale  ranging  from  10  downwards,  according  to 
merit,  to  0  for  a  failure.  Improper  conduct  and  unexplained  failures  shall 
subject  the  student  to  demerit  marks,  ranging  from  1  for  the  least  demerit, 
or  misdemeanor,  to  10  for  the  greatest.  These  bills,  or  a  record  of  them, 
shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Trustees,  and  of  the  parents  or  guard- 
ians of  the  students. 

Religious  Observances. 

12.  The  duties  of  each  school  day  will  commence  with  religious  services 
in  the  Chapel,  which  all  Students,  unless  excused  for  sufficient  reasons,  are 
required  to  attend. 

13.  All  Students  are  required  to  attend  regularly,  on  the  Sabbath,  at  such 
place  of  religious  worship  as  each  may  select,  or  as  the  parents  or  guardian 
of  each  may  desire,  and  to  abstain  from  all  occupations  inconsistent  with  the 
religious  observance  of  the  day. 

14.  Absence  from  Chapel  services,  or  from  Church  on  the  Sabbath,  if  un- 
excused,  will  be  regarded  as  a  misdemeanor,  subjecting  the  Student  to  de- 
merit marks,  and  if  continued,  to  admonition  or  other  discipline  by  the 
Faculty. 

General   Conduct. 

15.  All  Students,  entering  the  University,  do  hereby  bind  themselves  to 
the  faithful  observance  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  established  for  their 
government,  and  for  the  good  order  of  the  Institution,  are  required  to  sign 
an  obligation  to  that  effect. 

16.  They  are  required  to  be  orderly  in  their  general  conduct,  and  respect, 
ful  in  their  intercourse  with  the  officers  and  with  each  other. 

17.  All  are  required  to  attend  promptly  at  all  the  public  exercises  of  the 
University,  including  the  Chapel  services,  and  also  at  all  recitations,  lectures 
and  examinations  of  the  Classes  to  which  they  respectively  belong,  and  to 
perform  such  part  or  duty  as  may  be  assigned  them,  unless  excused  by  the 
President  or  officer  in  charge. 
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18.  They  will  observe  the  appointed  study  hours,  applying  themselves 
diligently  and  faithfully  to  study  or  to  recitation. 

19.  They  are  required  to  refrain  from  the  use  of  all  intoxicating  liquors, 
and  from  visiting  all  places  where  such  liquors  are  sold  as  a  beverage. 

20.  Students  are  not  allowed  to  attend  any  dancing,  or  other  party  of 
pleasure,  during  term  time,  without  permission  from  the  President. 

21.  Leave  of  absence  from  the  school  exercises  of  a  single  day  may  be 
obtained  from  the  officers  having  the  particular  exercises  in  charge  5  for  a 
longer  time,  and  less  than  a  term,  or  from  the  City  of  Galesburg,  from  the 
President ;  but  to  candidates  for  a  Degree,  absence  for  a  whole  term  can  be 
given  only  by  the  Faculty. 

22.  They  will  not  be  permitted  to  play  at  Cards,  Billiards,  or  other  games 
leading  to  habits  of  idleness  or  dissipation,  or  to  use  any  profane  or 
unbecoming  language. 

23.  No  Student  shall  attend  upon  the  instruction  of  any  one  not  connected 
with  the  University,  except  by  the  permission  of  the  President. 

24.  Students  are  not  allowed  to  visit  each  other  in  study  hours,  nor  those 
of  different  sexes  to  visit  each  other  at  their  rooms,  at  any  time. 

25.  They  are  not  allowed  to  attend  the  meetings  of  a  Society  of  Students 
of  the  opposite  sex. 

26.  Young  Gentlemen  and  Ladies  are  not  allowed  to  take  walks  or  rides 
together  without  permission. 

27.  Students  are  not  allowed  to  enter  the  marriage  relation  while  connected 
with  the  Institution.  A  violation  of  this  rule  dissolves  the  connection  of  a 
Student  with  the  University. 

28.  No  improper  sentiment  shall  be  introduced  at  any  Rhetorical  exercise; 
and  at  public  exhibitions,  and  at  Commencement  no  part  shall  be  performed 
which  has  not  been  previously  approved  by  the  President,  or  the  Professor 
having  the  matter  in  charge. 

29.  No  Society  of  Students  shall  be  formed  without  the  permission  of  the 
Faculty,  and  none  shall  exist  whose  Constitution  and  By-Laws  are  not 
approved  by  them ;  and  public  meetings  of  Students  and  Societies  can  only 
be  held  by  their  permission. 

30.  Students  will  board  only  in  such  families  as  are  willing  to  exert  a 
parental  influence  over  them  and  to  report  to  the  President  all  improprieties 
of  conduct. 

31.  Any  Student  guilty  of  damaging  or  defacing  the  buildings  or  other 
property  of  the  University,  shall  be  held  responsible  therefor. 

32.  In  case  of  any  disorderly  action,  or  injurious  or  immoral  practice  not 
herein  particularly  specified,  but  detrimental  to  the  Students,  or  to  the 
Institution,  the  offender  shall  be  dealt  with  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty. 
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The  Erosophian  Society  was  organized  Jan.  28th,  1860.  It  was  formed 
by  a  union  of  the  Athenian  and  Autokeleuthii  Societies  of  Lombard  Uni- 
versity. The  Society  is  in  good  working  condition,  and  is  composed  of 
twenty-five  active  members.  Any  student  of  the  College  or  Scientific  Course 
is  eligible  to  membership  and  all  the  benefits  of  the  Society.  Its  regular 
meetings  are  held  on  Friday  evening  of  each  week.  The  literary  exercises 
consist  of  debates  and  essays,  which  are  made  public  once  every  month. 
The  Society  Hall  is  pleasantly  and  conveniently  furnished,  and  contains  neat 
and  beautiful  framed  pictures  of  Washington,  Lincoln,  Douglas,  Everett, 
American  Authors,  and  a  number  of  the  graduates  of  the  University.  The 
reading  desks  of  the  Society  are  constantly  supplied  with  interesting  periodi- 
cals and  many  valuable  newspapers,  both  religious  and  political,  which  adds 
much  interest  to  the  Society. 

Upon  the  dissolution  of  the  Thesmenosian  Court  last  Fall,  its  choice 
Library  of  550  volumes  was  presented  to  the  Erosophian  Society,  thereby 
increasing  its  Library  to  1200  volumes.
